ready market for all grains pro- 
duced in the county and neighbor- 
ing counties. It would not

It 
would also give him considerable 
more time in which to harvest. 


At the present time many grains, 


especially soyabeans, have to be 
ta.ken to other cities for process-

Dulles said that judgment was 


expressed in the President's mes- 
sage of March 19 and "has not 
been altered."

Taylor contended that the police 


discriminated against grocers

permitting drug stores, hotels, fill 
ing stations, 
resturants, 
funeral 


homes, bakeries, tourist 
courts, 


bus stations and other businesses 
to remain open on Sunday. Many 
of them, he said, sell the same 
commodities as a grocery store. 


Jefferson Circuit Court was cor- 


rect in rejecting this argument by 
Taylor, said the 
Supreme 
Court 


opinion written by Associate Jus- 
ticp George Rose Smith. 


The Supreme Court said grocery 


stores 
could .close 
on 
Sunday 


"without apparent detriment to the 
public welfare." 


On the other hand, it said, the 


Legislature "might reasonably be- 
lieve that it is necessary and de- 
sirable to allow pharmacists to fill 
prescriptions on Sunday. It might 
also find that druggists are un 
willing to open their stores 
for 


that limited activity alone and that 
medicines can be made available 
to the public on Sunday only by 
permitting all departments of the 
drug stores to remain open." 


Associate Justice Sam Robinson 


dissented. He contended that Tay- 
lor had been denied equal protec- 
tion of the laws in violation of the 
14th amendment to the U. S. con- 
stitution.

Russians Lost 
Ground by 
British Visit

LONDON — The 
British-Soviet 


communique- ending the 10-day 
Bulganin-Khrushche visit is prob- 
ably disappointing to 
everyone 


concerned. But the Russians had 
more disappointments than 
the 


British. 


in terms of the modest results 


of the conferences, the British can 
claim victory on several 
counts. 


The Russians lost a propaganda 
'skirmish and the British gained at 
least a temporary breathing spell 
in the M'iddle East war of nerves. 


Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and 


party boss Khrushche admitted 
they were unnerved by the 
cool- 


ness of th,e British reception. That, 
coupled with the 
lack 
of 
hard 


achievement in the talks, explains 
the solemn mood of the two Rus- 
sian visitors. 
• 


The joint statement, while it is 


loaded with the cliches of diplo- 
macy, still 
indicates 
Moscow's 


leaders are worried that the world 
situation might deteriorate 
into 


something uncomfortably close to 
World War III. 


The communique announces mu- 


tual pledges, in broad generalities, 
to work for lessening of tensions, 
preention of nuclear war, halting 
of the arms race, lessening war 
increased trade and cultural con- 
risk in the Middle East and for 
tracts between East and West. No 
specific steps are mentioned. 


Much depends now upon 
how 


much the Russians mean of what 
they say. They say the will do 
their best to end the arms race 
"U all parts of the world." Will 
the Russians still insist that sale 
of arms to the Arabs is strictly 
a business deal, or will they put 
on the brakes. 


The British seem to think they 


will use brakes, at least for the 
moment. In any event the com- 
munique, coupled with the recent 
Soviet Foreign Office 
announce- 


ment that it was ready to cooper- 
ate for Middle East peace, will 
hae the effect of cooling Arab 
zeal for war 
with Israel. The 


Arabs cannot be sure the flow of 
communist arms and wherewithal 
for maintenance of the arms are 
guaranteed.
